fylFE »'/«S UNKIND TO THE 

.j FLYINC MOLUSONS 

The flying Molliaont naturally are very dia- 

appointed that fate cheated them out of the 
triumph of which they were in aighi when their, 
ttuchine craahed at Bridgeport on Sunday evening. 
They hnd been in the air for approximately thirty- 
nine houra, much of the time over the Atlantic, 
and had lucceaafully fought a variety of adveiae 
climatic coodiliona. But it ii fortunate that 
- nothkig more important than their 'plane liea 

wrccliM. With the exception of comparatively 
minor iojuriea, husband and wife arc little the 
worse for their experience, and they probably soon 
will be 00 the wing again. 

The Molliaona had hoped to eatabliah three 
records—the first Great Britain to New York 
flight: the first two-way croesing of the Atlantic; 
and a new non-stop straight-line mark. They were 
only sixty mites awpy from their first objective 
when sheer physical exhaustion and uncertainty of 
ftml supply forced them to the premature landing 
«^h might have ended fatally for them both. 
They nuy find consolation in the fact that they 
havt added three records to their joint achieve¬ 
ments. Captain Mollison is the first airman to 
make the easl-lo-west crossing of the Atlantic twice 
in a heavicr-than-air machine. Mrs. Mollison 
is the first woman to make the trip in this direction. 

It is the first lime husband and wife have flown 
the Atlantic together. 

The accomplishinents of these two intrepid 
aviators during the last three years are so well 
known that it is not necessary to expatiate upon 
them here. Both are in the top class by their 
• own individual right; gs a flying combination they 
stand by themselves. All will hope that if they 
try for other victories the fates will be kind to 
them, for in their case a disaster to either would 
mean the end of what has all the appearance of 
a delightful romance. 

THE TARIFF BOARD 
NOW IN HARNESS 

From OlUwa the other day came a dispatch 
annosmemg that the new Tariff Board has begun 
to functioo "in democratic simplicily." with no 
compinnentary observatioos to or from the bench. 

It began on a small list of cases, all ap|>eali from 
"" rulings of customs officials. 

The first important job which the new body 
will tackle will be the claim c4 the British woolen 
manufacturers for preferential access to ^he Can- 
adian market. The right of appeal was included 
ir in the trade agreement reached by Canada arid 
Great Britain at the Ottawa conference last year. 
Meetings between Canadian and British inleiesis 
have been taking place for some lime and when 
the British case is cofnplele the London government 
will transmit it to the Ottawa government; then it 
will go lo the Tariff Board. 

The general undertaking of this country is that 
it will sec that protective duties shall not exceed 
such a level as will give United Kingdom Qfoducers 
full opportunity for reasonable competition on the 
basis of relative coils. The members of the Tariff 
Board ivill have lo determine these costs of produc¬ 
tion, iiKluding wages of labor, and so on. This 
will be a difficult and delicate task. As The 
Montreal Star obeerves, k is hard enough lo deter¬ 
mine dossxitic costs of production with accuracy: 
it will be harder still lo compare domestic with 
British costs. For example, in a typical indtutry, 
Canadian labor receives much higher wages per 
man than British, but the Canadians also run many 
limes more machines per man. Thus the Board 
win have lo uy what is the comparatrite cost of 
labor cooteal in a given arUcle. 

The Tariff Board is a fact-finding body. It 
will hear what all applicants have to say and pass 
the information along to the government. Nor is 
it empowered to make any recommendations, a 
function specifically -vested in the Board which 
operated under the King administration. 

CiyiNC CITY WORKERS A 
CHANCE TO FARM 

It has been said many limes that the man who 
has a few acres of land under cidtivalion and is 
able lo grow the food he requires for himself and 
his family is only lightly touched by periodical 
economic recessions. 

This fact seems lo have prompted the Roose¬ 
velt adminislralion to experiment in what it calls 
"subsistence farming'' for industrial workers on 
the fringes of big cities. A fund of 425,000.000 
• is available for this purpose. 

Under the plan already evolved land will 
be obtained on the edge of a fity and tvill be 
subdivided mio small farms of one, two or three 
acres. A small home at a moderate cast wdi. be 
establishad on each plot. In the middle of the 
. colooii will be a store, a playgroMad, a socmI 
halt, and sa on. 

Occupants of these homes will be industrial 
workers from the city. Eiach family will have 
sufficient land to raise vegetables, chickens, and 
a Iktlc fruit—and, possibly, lo keep a cow. In 
other words, these workers will, not only gel the 
benefks if fredi air. ispen country life, and other 
enjoyment ursobtaiaable in cramped areas; they 
wdt ba tar aaort iadapandaat of the uacerUmties 
of industrial life than otbfl worker! cao possibly 
be under ordmary condkions. 

For example, if the factory elhploying one ^ 
of these men should shut down, he and his family | 
would not starve. He would have to go very i 


carefully, of course, but be would raise his own 
food and be able lo stave off the spectre of 
hunger. Moreover, while at work he would have 
the same source of food supply, and he would 
not has* to .spend as much on his day-to-day 
expenses. He would be more secure in every way. 

Some phases of the Roosevelliaa schense may 
prove impradical. Bui the whole conditions of 
life have changed in recent years and old methods 
of meeting these conditiaos arc equally unpractical. 
After all, $25,000,000 is not a great sum for the 
United Stales to spend on an experiment which 
can not be a complete failure, but which may 
turn out lo be a great success. 

The operalioo of this scheme will be watched 
with a great deal of interest by Canadians—rural 
and urban workers alike. 


ADYICE THE PRIME MINISTER 
SHOULD HAI^E TAKEN 

Speaking at Brandon last night, Mr. Mac- 
kenzw King said if he were given the opportun¬ 
ity lo form another administralion, he would es¬ 
tablish a great national unemployment commission. 

At the session of 1931. again at that of 
1932 and this year, Mr. King urged the gov¬ 
ernment lo tackle this issue as if k really wanted 
to ameliorate conditions, by appointing a competent, 
impartial national body which could study the 
question from its numerous angles and suggest a 
course of action. 

Mr. Bennett's specific for unemployment was 
higher tariffs. It has failed miserably. The 
blank cheque policy of meeting the emergency 
has been far from satisfactory. The uncertainty 
of its Aperalion has caused economic chaos in 
the provinces gnd in the municipalities. 

BARNUM FLATTERED 
HIS PUBLIC 

The assistant vice-president of the Canadian 
National Talegraphs, Mr. D. E. Galloway, has 
given what Tbe Toronto Globe correctly describes 
as "kindly, timely warning" lo those people who 
have not heard of that venerable gentleman, the 
"Spanish prisoner." Our contemporary observes 
that "evidently the time has not arrived when k 
is uiuiccessary lo protect the public against’ ks own 
folly." We quote from The Globe; 

Mr. D. K. aaUowsy. ssaistani vlot-prssldsnt In 
chargs ol tbs Canadian National Tslsgraphs. 
wama tba public that urgant appsala are bslng 
made to Canadlana by individuala auppoaad to 
be Impriaooed under the Spanish BanXruptcy 
Aet. The sum o( aXdO.OOO awaits them In 
AmerlCe tf they can but pay tba court eapeiiaaa 
and aecure tbelr dlacbarge; but. of oourae. they 
have not the eteb on band. One-ttalrd of thia 
aaoO.OOO ta offered to any on# wbo wtn cable 
enough money to fu things up In Spain and 
enable the liberated vicume to return to America, 

Mr. Oalloway, In a circular racently laauad, 
potnta out that, aa a company oparating a maana 
of communication for tba public, tba National 
Telagrapha Byttam must accept such cable mee- 
sagee should the sender Insist; but, in Juatlce 
to 'tbs public, he feels obliged to call attantlon 
to tba fraudulaot nature of tba appaal. 

Then ahould ba ganeral appreciation of tbla 
' emlbently Juat atutuda. Notwithatanding loaa 
of revenue inrolved in this warning. Mr. Qallo. 
way regarda It aa a raaponalblllty of the Can¬ 
adian National Telagrapha to protect tbdae wbo 
appear willing to be viotlmlasd by this hoary 
boas. Hla action In making public tbs nature 
of aucb appsala la highly oommandabla. 

From tine to lime letters arrive in Victoria 
from the poor unfortunate who has a fortune 
lucked away in a secret pocket of a portmanteau 
—"somewhere in Spam." Evidently there are 
people who still succumb lo the ruse. The desire 
for easy money is a common falling. But there 
is a serious side to all this bunco businesi. The 
confidence men of wallet fame are notorious. They 
continue lo get their victims. The chain-leltrr 
fiends are not much leas obnoxious. Many who 
have broken the chain have brooded and have even 
committed suicide through remorM. But it ought 
lo be understood new that as countless gullible 
generilkHis have tried to gel this notorious "Span¬ 
ish prisoner" out ol his dungeon he wilt remain 
incarcerated as long as money flows his way.
